Imagine a planet with a million moons. Ora 
world with lakes of liquid methane. Picture a 
planet with a crimson hurricane three times 
the size of the planet Earth, or an orange-red 
moon with sulphur volcanos that make 
Mount St. Helens look insignificant by 
comparison. 


Is this the setting for some science fiction 
fantasy from Hollywood? No, not at all — 
these worlds really do exist, and are right 
here in our own solar system. Two of them, 
the planets Jupiter and Saturn, have been 
seen since ancient times. The others are 
moons of Jupiter and Saturn, discovered 
since the invention of the telescope. The 
amazing and bizarre nature of these worlds 
was not fully realized, however, until NASA’s 
Voyager 1 and Voyager 2 spaceprobes gave 
us close-up looks at them. The thousands of 
photographs and the enormous volume of 
data returned by the Voyagers have revolu- 
tionized our understanding of these distant 
worlds. 


Join Dr. Lee Simon, Director of the Morrison 
Planetarium, and share the remarkable pic- 
tures, sounds, and discoveries of the 
Voyagers — including the results of the re- 
cent Voyager 2 encounter with Saturn. Your 
membership card will admit you through the 
main entrance at Cowell Hall for the evening 
presentations and through Cowell Hall and 
Wattis Hall entrances for the matinee.

Roger Tory Peterson, who has inspired 20 
million Americans to pick up binoculars and 
watch birds, is the subject of a new exhibit 
scheduled to open October 22 in Hohfeld 
Gallery Il and Lovell White Hall. The exhibi- 
tion, entitled Roger Tory Peterson: Portrait of 
a Bird Watcher, contains 22 original paint- 
ings and 14 color plates used in printing his 
famous “A Field Guide to the Birds,” 
memorabilia from his studio in Old Lyme, 
Connecticut, a portion of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation film called “Por- 
trait of a Birdwatcher’”, and an audio-visual 
program of Peterson’s own stunning photo- 
graphs of his lively subjects. 


Three fine arts posters commemorating the 
Roger Tory Peterson exhibition will be for 
sale at the Nature Company Museum Shop. 
Also available will be a complete stock of 
signed and numbered limited edition prints 
and a full selection of Roger Tory Peterson 
books.
